EXPLOSION FELT FOR BLOCKS 


Partly Wrecks ‘Shop of Man Whose

So terrific was the report of a bomb 
that. exploded in front of the grocery of 
Charles Romeo, at Lexington Avenue and 
Fifty-eighth Street, early this .mornicg, 
that guests in thé Savoy, Pleza; ana Neth- 
erland Hotels were awakened.

He hurried 
to the scene of the explosion, and was in- 
formed by Patrolman Gilbert that the ro- 
port followed almost immediately the 
Passing of a black taxicab along Fifty- 
eighth Streét. He had not obtained the 
number. No one was passing the grocery 
at the time. 

Romeo, with his wife and two daugh- 
ters, was at his hore, 717 Lexington Ave- 
nue. He told the police that he had re- 
cently received letters demanding biack- 
mail. He said that the letters demanded 
that $1,000 be paid, and stated that if the 
money was not forthcoming his .store 
would be dynamited and his two daugh- 
ters, Josephine, 17, and Theresa, 18, 
would be harmed. He thought nothing 
of the threats at the time the letters 
were received. 

Across the street from Romeo's store 
is a lunchroom, which was crowded with 
meén at the time, When an inspection of 
the room was made by the po in 
order to determine the extent of the 
damage, it was found that a clock on the 
Wall .of the lunchroom had stopped at 
1:40 o'clock, the exact momént the ex- 
plosion oceurred, according to Policéman 
Gilbert. The guests in the lunchréom 
were not injured, ;

Federation issue If Forced Upon Rall- 
roads Will: Throw 75,000 Men — 
Out of Work. |.

culties -on the Illinois Central Railroad 
will reach @ crisis to-morrow. Acting on 
advices from Julius + Kruttschnitt,. Vice 
President of the Harriman lines, the Illi- 
nois Central officials accepted his ulti- 
matum as their own to-day and refused 
to treat with the shop system federation 
of employes. At the samé time the offi- 
Cials of the Chicago & Northwestern de- 
livered an identical ultimatum to their 
shop employes. - 

The possibility of @ general railroad 
Strike in the shops of the Harriman lines 
and the Northwestern, which will throw 
75,000 men out of work, became almost a 
certainty. . 

W. L. Park of the Illinois Central. will 
meet the nine international officers of the 
individual Crafts\to-morrow at 2 o'clock. 
The officers of the shop federation will 
not be admitted to this meeting, but the 
international officers, acting for them, 
will make an effort to secure their recdg- 
nition. 

Vice President’ Park’s ultimatum of to- 
day, however, practically settles the atti- 
tude of the line. Mr. Park declined to 
deal with any federation officials, but 
agreed to meet thé accredited representa- 
tives of the nine individual crafts. 

Without waitine for the reason of a final 
conference between the Illinois Central 
officials and their men and of the oiit- 
come of the conference with Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt. and the men in San Francisco, 
detective agencies which specialize in sup- 
plying strike-breakers began to secure 
lists of men; They informed applicants 
that they must be ready to zo to Houston, 
Texas, and other points on the Harriman 
lines at a moment's notice. 

Advices received by tlhe labor leaders 
to-day were to the effect that the armed 
guard around the shops of the Illinois 
Central at Burnside, Memphis, and other 
points had béen increased and that the 
stockades were being strengthened with a 
view of being prepared for a strike. 

The Harriman system is.said to be in 
the best position that it has ever been to 
handle a strike. The demands of the men 
have come when shipping is: dull. The 
road has for several years been. putting 
gees stock in the best possible con- 

The system's shops have also been put 
into such shape that a small force could 
do whatever repair work was necessary. 
to keep sufficient rolling stock in sha 
for handling the regular business of the 


road. 

Employes of the lines, on the other 
hand, have been at work for months on 
their plans for enforcing their demands 
for recognition of the powerful shop sys- 
tem federation. The demands have boen 
brought forward almost simultaneously, 
and it is practically the same form on 
all branches of the system, so that the 
issue at stake affords the same cause for 
a strike if it is rejected, 

As none of the shop men have been 
involved in cgstly labor disputes for 
years, the funds on hand in their various 
}union treasuries are said to be sufficient 
to. withstand a long period of idleness. 

The meeting to-morrow was agreed to 
after a series of communications between 
the Iilinois Central officers and the offi- 
cers of the Nine Crafts. 

e first of these communications was 
sent to T. J. Foley, and asked that he 
notify the men by 2 o’clock whether the 
road would receive the twenty-seven men 
from the shop unions as proper repre- 
S-ntatives of the Nine Crafts. 

In answer to this communication Vice 
President Park sent a note saying that 
the road would continue to deal only with 
the representatives of the individual 
unions, 

This repiy was ven shortly after a 
stranger from. Omaha, believed to be one 
of the Harriman line officials, delivered 
a verbal message to the Vice President. 

This reply was accepted by the twenty- 
seven committeemen from the shops as a 
flat refusal to confer with the officers of 
the federation. 

All the International officers are ac- 
credited representatives within the mean- 
ing of the letter sent by Park) . The In- 
ternational Presidents now in San Fran- 
cisco will then be communicated with 
and the outcome of their conference with 
Mr. Kruttschnitt on Friday will deter- 
mine the question of calling out the men. 

While the twenty-seven labor leaders 
‘were in conference in the Hotel Mayer 
this afternoon a detective agency opened

Wabash Avenue, which is almost oppo- 
site the hotel. 

At 3 o’cloek in the afternoon the vacant 
room where the railroad shop employes 
were being recruited was crowded with 
Men willing to sign up for the shop work 
whereyer needed. 

None of the applicants was told what 
road he would work for and none was 
given any “‘ waiting money.”’ They were 
merely “ listed’’ to be ‘ready on call in 
an emergency. : 

Following the conference with the rep- 
resontativeés of the shop crafts of the 
Northwestern in Chicago to-day the rail- 
road's efficials issued a formal state- 
ment, which. was similar to that hereto- 
fore issued by the Harriman lines and 
the Illinois Central. The statement read: 

“The General Manager (W. D. Cantil- 
lion) and the Superintendent of Motive 
Power (F. T. Bently) met with five rep- 
resentatives of the various ‘crafts of the 
mechanical ‘department employed in the 
Chi shops of this company this ‘morn- 
ing.

WILMINGTON, N. C., Ang. 20.—The 
fcry of the northeast storm which raged 
slong the South Carolina and Georgia 
ccast on Sunday and yerterday was re- 
flected. in the number of marine casual- 
ties reported to-day at Southport. 

A wireless message e2.ly to-day from 
one of the Clyde lirers via Charleston 
and Augusta to the revenue cutter Sem- 
inole of this station carried that ship at 
once to the rescue of the schooner For- 
tuna, 034 tons, Capt. WajJls, lumber leden 
from Charleston to New York, reported 
dismasted forty miles southward of Fry- 
ing Pan shoals and in a dangerous posi-

Before the cutter arrived five men were 
taken off the Fortuna py the tank steam- 
er Ligonier. The Captain, his wife, ana 
cook refused to leave the ship. 

Later the schooner Florence M. Penléy, 
927 tons, Capt. Jameson, Tampa to Bal- 
timore, was towed in off Cape Fear Bar 
by the tug Tormettor -with all head -sails 
gone and leaking.

DEMOCRACY AND EDUCATION. 

A very acute and well-reasoned? 
article _is . contributed to the- Sep- 
tember Atlantic by ABRAHAM FLEX- 
NER, who is widely known: by his re- 
ports on medical and on legal educa- 
tion. Its subject is “ Aristocratic and 
Democratic Education.” It is espe- 
cially @ careful analysis and compari- 
son of the Prussian and the American 
systems, with a suggestive discussion 
of. the advantages and defects of each. 

The Prussian system is avowedly 
aristocratic. The condition precedent 
in all its activities is that class dis- 
tinctions shall be preserved. ~The gen- 
etal aim is the greatest efficiency that 
can be attained on this condition. The 
system is intended to produce civil— 
which includes military and naval—ef- 
ficiency, intellectual, in and 
moral efficiency. It is expected to 
produce the best possible work for and 
by the Government, in all its branches, 
the best work in science and scholar- 
ship, and the best for the maintenance 
de the dominant traits of the national 
character. It is devised, developed, ad- 
ministered, or closely regulated from 
Berlin, and at every’ stage from the 
earliest to the latest, both teachers 
and pupils are vigorously and rigor- 
ously trained and disciplined to make 
this central control practicable and ef- 
fective. With such “definite objécts 
and with correspondingly definite 
methods, with no competition or inter- 
ference from outside, with all rewards 
and an adequate array of penalties in 
the hands of the Government, the effi- 
clency sought is got in a degree that is 
the wonder and despair of other na- 
tions. 

On the other hand, there is obviously 
limited opportunity or possibility for 
progress. The chances for initiative 
are_relatively few, and the encourige- 
ment, to say nothing of the stimula- 
tion, of ‘initiative is almost wholly 
lacking. Mr. PLEXNER says prilliant- 
ly: “The Germans drill the mind as 
they drill the body; they have educa- 
tional, as they have military, con- 
scription, purchasing a specific sort of 
power—physical and. mental alike—at 
tho, expense of range and spontaneity.” 
“Whe converse is true of the American 
system. Our aims are far less definite; 
our methods vary to the verge of 
chaos; change, for good or il, is the 
rule rather than thé exception; tral 
control of any sort, Federal, $tate, 
munf{efpal, inspired by a clear and 
well thought-out purpose, is practically 
non-existent, In such a state of things 
there @re grave defects ind some sert- 
ous riskq.

That, at least, is Yale’s opinion. Har- 
vard and Princeton will dispute her su- 
premacy. Yale has this year plenty of 
material. She has fast men and heavy 
men, men who have.learned the fund.- 
mentals of the old and of the new game 
for each position. But we strongly sus- 
pect that the element chiefly lacking 
this year at Cambridge and at Prince- 
ton is that which Watter Camp sup- 
plies at New Haven. Yale sorely felt 
his absence in California last year, but, 
after hig tardy return, she tied Har- 
vard’s powerful team and beat 
Princeton. 


MORE TROUBLE IN MEXICO. 

The political campaign in Mexico is 
not to be free from personalities, Mr. 
MaveEro lost his temper the other day 
when, having gone to Cuautla, with 
the avowed purpose of paeifying the 
State of Morelos, he made a foolish 
speech to the unreconciled Zapatists, in 
which he accused his principal oppo- 
nent, Gen. Reyzgs, of truckling to the 
powerful, oppressing the weak, and 
plotting to have Mapgro killed,,”*Bince 
Reserves knows that it is only by ‘my 
death that he can ascend to the Presi- 
dency.” ‘This sort of talk sounds more 
like the voluble and uncontrolled Ma- 
DERO of a year or so ago than the suc- 
cessful and fairly discreet leader of 
the revolution. Rergs did not miss 
his Opportunity to reply in a long and 
carefully guarded statement, moderate 
in tone and quite convincing in its de- 
nial of the principal charge against 
him. ; 

Undoubtedly the persistence of Zar- 
ATA and~his forces in a State so near 
the Federal district as Morelos tends 
to ‘weaken the influence of Mapmro. 
Fedetal force under Gen. Huerta has 
been sent to the neighborhood of Cuer- 
navaca by Provisional President pm LA 
Barra, and this warlike demonstration 
seems to have provoked the wrath of 
Mr. Mappro. But the situation is ob- 
viously desperate. The Zapatists have 
thus far refused to recognize the Pro- 
visional Government, and it is not at 
all certain that they will submit te any 
Government formed by Mapzro with- 
out liberal concessions, 

MapDmRO accuses the Reyes party of 
urging the suppression of the little re- 
bellion by force of arms, It seems more 
likely that certain inflammatory post- 
ers in ‘the capital he objects to. were 
placed’ by irresponsible malcontents 
merely to make trouble. But’ there 
has been much tiresome parleying with 
ZAPATA and his men already; the gen- 
erally thriving city of Cuernavaca, a 
pleasure resort for wealthy. Mexicans, 
has been reduced to a pitiable plight, 
and unless Mapero, without much 
more wasting of words, can induce the 
rebels to submit to the able, 
there will likely be more bloodshed on 
the very eve of the elections, and 
MADERO’s chance of success may ‘be

cided. that nothing they saw proved, or 
even indicated, to them that the train 
was intentionally wrecked, is evidence, of 
course, as far as it goes, that the derail- 
ment was due to some other cause. It 
goes, however, no further than- whatever 
may be the competency of these officials 
to make such an investigation carries it, 
and there-is a large possibility that they 
overlooked much that would be. signifi- 
cant to the experts promptly sent by the 
New Haven Company to examine. the 
wreckage. 

One can, indeed, easily believe that if 
the experts found that the accident was 
caused in a way that emphasized the 
company’s responsibility—and liability~ 
they would have been careful to express 
their opinion to nobody except their em- 
ployers, and that the latter would not 
have been in a hurry to pu the re- 
port. they received. It is ite another 
matter, however, to charge the com- 
Pany’s experts with preparing, and the 
company’s officers with giving. out, a 
theory of the accident that both knew to 
be false. The stupidity of that would be 
even greater than its wickedness, for 
ultimate detection would be almost in- 
evitable, and while enlightenment is far 
from always the most notable character- 
istic of corporate self interest, the danger 
of any such crude plot to avoid damages 
would be apparent to that often-men- 
tioned “meanest. intelligence.” 

Yet it must be admitted the company’s 
deduction from the state in which certain 
spikes and spike holes were found is not 
entirely plausible. Train wreckers with 
any sense at all might reasonably be ex- 
pected to loosen a rail on the outside, not 
the inside, of the selected: curve, for it is 
the outside rail, not the ifiside one, against 
which the thrust of a. moving train is 
brought to bear, and the giving away of 
that rail would be sure to minke trouble, 
while the instability of the other, to say 
the least of it, would be much less likely 
to do so. Wise detectives, however, try 
only as a last resort to utilize assumptions 
as ‘to what, in given circumstances, men 
would do; they endeavor, instead, to as- 
certain what the men dfd do, 

Why the company, believing the train 
wrecker theory, offers for the arrest and 
conviction of the criminals a reward of 
only $2,500 is _elso hard to understand.
